There were curious onlook- 
ers, but no mourners. Shane is |. 
said to have had no relative in the 
country since he killed his cousin 
in St. Louis, a year and a half aco. 

Shane walked out of a Justice 
Court near Caruthersville last Oc- 
} tober, flourishing a rifle and de- 
claring, ““That is my bond.” He 
had been arraigned there on a 
liquor selling charge. Since that 
time, local officers have made a 
few attempts to capture him, but 
the enterprise was a dangerous 
one, as Shane had an automatic 
rifle and two pistols. Sheriff J. 
Ham fired two shots.at him in a 
recent encounter, but Shane was 
not wounded, and be boasted aft- 
erward that he was wearing a bul- 
let-proof vest. 

Yesterday the Sheriff and seven 
men went to the frame dwelling 
of Eli Baird, where Shane lived, 
and ordered all the occupants out. 
All left but Shane. Baird was then

ing $5000 to Miss Marie McCabe 
against the estate of Dr. Conrad 
Howard Czarra by returning a ver- 
dict for the estate on appeal taken 
by the American Trust Co. as ad- 
ministrator. Miss McCabe based 
her claim on a check signed by Dr. 
Czarra six hours before he died at 
Missouri Baptist Sanitarium June 
9, 1923. After hts death she pre- 
sented the check at the National 


‘City Bank, on which it was drawn, 


but the bank refused to honor it 
without an order of court. Then 
she filed suit against the doctor's 
estate in the Probate Court, and 
Judge Holtcamp, who  ortginally 
heard the petition, decided that the 
check was valid. 

It was contended by the admin- 
istrator that Dr. Czarra was not in 
mental condition to know what he 
was doing when he signed the 
check, having just previowsly been 
operated on for acute appendicitis. 
Dr. A. R. Kieffer, the surgeon who 
operated, and Dr. E. L. Cooley, Dr. 
Czarra’s partner, both said that Dr. 
Czarra was in a delirium at the 
time he signed the check. His nurse, 
Miss Caroline Avery, testified he 
knew what he was doeing. Miss 
McCabe did not take the stand. 
She formerly sold tickete at the 
Orpheum Theater.
